This excellent charitable institution—now 
in the second year of its operation—has, in a 
quict and unpretending way, done much good 


by the judicious and seasonable distribution 
of its charities among the poor of our town, 


Some three wecks since, at the close of one of 


the Lyceum lectures, a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate and report upon the af- 
fairs of the society, The Report, which we 
print below, was made last Tuesday evening 
by G. M, Champney, Esq,, and was unani- 
mously adopted :— 

REPORT. 

Ail present may not be aware that a Com- 
mittee was appointed after the Lecture two 
weeks aso, to make inquiries into the condi- 
tion and doiags of the Relief Association, or- 
ganized last year; the officers or agents of 
the association having asked for such an ex- 
amination, 

‘The Committee chosen for that purpose 
have had interviews with these gentlemen, 
Messrs. G. R. Gage, and J. W. Hammond, 
and after careful inquiries and a free inter- 
change of opinions, are satistied that the or- 
eanization has been a decided success. It did 
not get into operation until the winter was 
somewhat advanced; but the funds raised 
were found to be of essential service in’meect- 
ing the wants of the more inclement part of 
the scason; and, in the judgment of your 
Committec, were distributed in the most ja- 
divious manner. ‘The almoners of the fund 
have given all applications for relief their 
personal attention, and made themselves ac- 
quainted with the necessities of cach case be- 
fore dispensing their charities. 

The Commirtee believe the 
should be reorganized and continued, and a- 
mong others for the following reasons :—It 
takes the dispensation of the charities of life 
from the narrow sphere of sects and cliques, 
tu the broader and more catholic one of the 
whole community. Again, in this way it 
pives an opportunity for all to become con- 
tributors to charitable funds. A moderate 
sum from each individual called upon by the 
of such an association will make an

aggremite equal to the wants of the poor, and > 


be by no meansan overous burden upon any. 
Agaia, the di.tributing agents of the funds, 
when faitkful to their tru-ts, have the best 
means of ascertaining the real need of those 
who apply for assistance, and are also in the 
way of becoming acquainied with the neces- 
vities of many, who, from various notions, 
and frequently those of the most delicate 
and sensitive character, are unwilling to seek 
for public reiief, and which the hand of pri- 
vate charity does not always reach. 

Every community is liable to have within 
it, and docs have, tho who are suffering 
from temporary embarrassment, but who are 
more inclined to conceal their poverty than 
blazon it to the world. Eapecially is this the 
case with a large proportion of the destitu- 
tion found among our native population. It 
has been and should be the object of such an 
association to seek out by careful inquiry per- 
sons of this class, and furnish them in the 
most unostentatious manner with such sup- 
plies as they may necd. Again, by a syste- 
matic charity of this kind, embracing all the 
town, there is much less chance for imposture 
and cheat by cunning and importunate beg- 
gars, as in all cases, where persons asking us- 
sistance are not known to those to whom 
they apply, they should be referred to the of- 
ficers of the association, who can at once as- 
certain their claims to relief. ‘Thus the vici- 
ous and the lazy will be put upon their own 
resources for support. 

In addition to the common calamities of 
life producing poverty, we have this season 
an unusual want of employment, ‘The first 
thing to be done in all such cases is, if possi- 
ble, to furnish work, ‘That charity which 
gives employment, is of the noblest kind; as 
the recipient while partaking of its fruits is 
still in possession of independence and man- 
hood, But when this eannot be done, as it 
cannot always, the aid of the relief fund will 
be most opportune in its service, 

Such, in brief, are some of the reasons that 
have induced your committee to recommend 
the continuance of the association, 

Irom the admirable manner in which the 
duties of its officers were discharged the last 
year, your committee felt that it was quite 
important that they should again be placed 
ia the same situation. ‘The experience they 


have gained by their past services is valuable | 


to the town and should not be lost. ‘Lhe 
committee therefore pr vailed upon Messrs, 
Gage and Hammond to retain their connec- 
tion with the association; and at their solic- 
labors and 
share their responsibility, the number of 
almoners has been enlarged. Among those 


associated with them will be found, one each |!

of the Poor. It was thought to be desirable

Before closing their report, the committee 
would suggest that contfibutions of clothing, 
boots and shoes, ete., either new or partially 
worn, can be used to good advantage in sup- 
plying the wants of the needy. It is believed 
that there are now several families whose 
children are insufficiently clothed: especially 
are they deficient in garments which give 
themthat tidy appearance that is expected in 
the school house or the church. Mr. Gage 
has very kindly offered to apppropriate a part 
of a day in each week to the examination 
and re-fitting of any articles of clothing that 
may be furnished him. 

It cannot be doubted that the wardrobes of 
many of our people, both men and women, 
contain many articles which can be surren- 
dered without trenching upon the most fash- 
ionable part of it, or diminishing it in its es- 
sential value. They had this year better send 
this surplus to the relief association, and let 
the traftickers in fancy glass ware and trink- 
ets wait until the next accumulation. 

Some arficles of this description were fur- 
nished last year, and it is reported that they 
were of essential ser¥ive in giving comfort to 
many.
